Here are three big takeaways 
Team Storage learned while 
trying to get its act together: 



Sort with signs. Though making 
handwritten cards initially seemed 
silly, doing so helped focus the 
sorting process. Bonus: Everyone 
knew the purpose of every pile. 



Keep it simple. We opted for fast, 
functional printed vinyl labels and 
basic containers in several sizes, 
such as zippered bags and clear 
plastic shoeboxes. 



Take it a step further. After 
gathering all our pens and pencils 
into a single caddy, we further 
sorted by the types and styles 
that matter to us. Elastic hair ties 
ensure yeilow No. 2 pencils don't 
mix with natural wood.

Three young boys and all the books, 
toys, and games that come with them 
can add up to a lot of stuff. This was 
the challenge facing Kyle Meidell and 
Nicole Bavo, who wanted their new 
house to have plenty of space for both 
having good times and stashing stuff. 
So when they hired Mike Rausch and 
Devin Johnson of Johnson Squared, they 
prioritized a new basement playroom. 


Flexibility was the overarching theme. 
“The family knew they were going to 
need a space that could adapt over the 
years— kids go through different types 
of toys and games as they get older,” 
Rausch says. “And we wanted to provide 
storage that could accommodate all 
those changes.” 

To make it happen, Johnson Squared 
created a cozy living space flanked by 


an open area currently occupied by a 
freestanding train table. Built-in shelving 
keeps books and toys tidy, while an 
adjacent wall of cabinets disguised by 
a world map hides games and supplies. 
“The family travels a lot,” Rausch says, “So 
the treatment is a fun way to document 
their adventures over the years”

Ready, set, make it your own! A crafts or hobby space that melds 
inspiration and organization will energize you to do your best work.

Whether you're passionate about sewing, scrapbooking, or 
sculpting, creativity is often messy. The fabric bundles, paper 
piles, and assorted bric-a-brac aren't everyday clutter— they're 
potential works of art. At least that's what you've been telling 
yourself and your family for years. 

In order to keep your supplies, tools, and in-progress 
projects from taking over your home, set boundaries and decide 
how much space you're willing to give to a craft or hobby “Don't 
let your supplies drive your decision,'' professional organizer 
Kathy Jenkins says. "Your space must come first.'' Although this 
initial decision can be tough, shared spaces (a dining area that 
moonlights as a sewing room) or portable solutions (wheeled 
caddies, project bags) can let you flex some creative muscles 
even if your home doesn't accommodate a dedicated room. 


GET IT TOGETHER 


After defining your creative space, gather your tools, materials, 
and references together If you stash creative gear in multiple 
spots, you likely don't know your true storage needs. Sort 
like items into piles, but don't place them in cabinets, closets, 
or containers yet. “Successfully storing and organizing crafts 
supplies is about ongoing inventory control,'' Jenkins says. 
Start the editing process by combining partial quantities and 
eliminating duplicates. Test all tools and supplies, discarding 
anything that doesn't work perfectly. 

Determining whether an item— or indeed, an entire craft— 
is out-of-date can be particularly challenging. Jenkins reminds 
clients that “Crafts change over time, and so do you.” Maybe 
you were into metallic printed fabric, but you finished those 
projects years ago. Do you really want to dedicate space to a 
look that's over for you? 


Because people often struggle to make objective decisions 
about things they're passionate about, a paid professional 
or a trusted friend can push you to get realistic. “You can 
easily convince yourself you might need something someday," 
Jenkins says. Family and other crafters, however, aren't always 
the best helpers. Family comments can easily feel judgmental, 
and friends, particularly those who share your hobby, are likely 
to add your castoffs to their own already overflowing supplies. 

Reference materials are one area where Jenkins 
recommends ruthlessness. Patterns, instructions, and other 
inspiration from the 1970s, '80s, and even the '90s are often 
dated to the point of being unusable. Even if you like vintage 
looks, you're unlikely to actually work from vintage directions. 
“Bottom line: Vintage reference materials must be timeless to 
merit storing,” Jenkins says. Ask yourself if you can get similar 
(and perhaps better) information and inspiration somewhere 
else that requires no storage space, such as a website, a library, 
or a museum. 


GIVE IT AWAY 


Your old supplies can benefit someone else when you give 
them away. “Remind yourself that you're passing on your 
passion,” Jenkins says. “You're encouraging someone else's 
expression and discovery” It's also pretty cool that your supplies 
can become something totally different from what you imagined 
in another person's hands. 

Elementary schools will take just about any art supply you're 
willing to part with, and middle and high school students are in 
constant need of supplies as well. Don't overlook community 
resource centers, including those that cater to after-school care 
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SPOOLS 


and individuals with special needs. Preschools and day care 
centers are generally a bit more selective about donations, but 
adult day cares and nursing homes are often very open, even 
accepting old magazines and books. Always call first and explain 
specifically what you want to give them. 


PUT IT AWAY 


Most creative people are also visual learners, so play to your 
strengths while setting up your organized crafts or hobby space. 
"You will feel more creative and energized when your supplies 
are displayed,” Jenkins says. "If you put it away in a cabinet or 
drawer, you might as well not have it.” 

Take the time to display your supplies and tools attractively, 
keeping like with like. Hang items on walls using hooks and 
other holders. Store clustered supplies in clear containers, 
and position everything on open shelving. Reserve tabletops, 
cubbies, and shelves for items you frequently use and interact 
with, such as markers, fabric, and paper 

You can safely put away things that you will be purposeful 
in finding. When you need a cutting mat, for instance, you will 
remember that you have one and know where to find it. By 
contrast, you probably won't remember all the acrylic paint 
colors you have. Jenkins recommends displaying your major or 
most frequently used colors, and then creating a list or sample 
palette of all the colors you currently have in stock. 


KEEP IT TIDY 


Quick cleanup is critical if you want to keep creative clutter to a 
minimum. "You will not put things back into deep storage mid- 
project,” Jenkins says. "So do everything you can to limit packing 
and unpacking.” 

Designate clear containers for each active project. Look 
for containers with handles (and perhaps wheels) so you can 
move them around easily. Plastic zipper bags or cardboard pizza 
boxes are inexpensive alternatives to off-the-rack options, but 
if a project is taking years to complete or you're working with 
sensitive materials, invest in acid-free containers. Whatever your 
container choice, write the project name, start date, and target 
deadline with marker on a label or the container itself That way, 
you create a project log and a written goal in a few seconds.

Spools need to spin freely to release their contents. Use 
spindles or individual compartments to keep twine, string, and 
thread tangle-free. Heavier materials like yarn and cord can be 
rolled or bundled, particularly if you're dispensing more slowly.

PAPER 



Storage doctor 


Keep only papers that are wrinkle-free, squared-off, and 
larger than 8 inches square. As you shop for organizers, 
remember that almost all scrapbook papers are 12x12 
inches; rolled papers are typically 21, 24, or 30 inches tall. 


BELOW: Sort scrapbook papers by type, color, pattern, and any 
other criteria meaningful to you, then place in a clear plastic 
2.5-gallon bag. Organize bags by clipping them together with 
wooden trouser hangers and hanging from a closet rod.

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PAINT 


FABRIC 


Keep only fresh paints. A year-old quarter tube of paint is 
probably drier than ideal, and separated paints are difficult to 
fully remix; dispose of old paints properly Paints stored at a 
consistent room temperature stay mixed and usable longer 




TOP: Sort paints by type and color family in a clear vinyl shoe 
organizer. ABOVE: Construct mini display shelves for 2-ounce 
acrylic paint tubes by combining a y 2 -inch-thick molding strip 
and a thin metal towel rod. 


Get tough about keeping remnants! Yes, they can be used 
again— but probably not by you. You need to see fabric in order 
to use it, so don't pile fabric in filing cabinets or drawers. Fabrics 
need to breath, so opt for wire shelves whenever possible. 




TOP: Sort and display fabrics in clear acrylic wall pockets. 
Position favorite remnants so you can see all your options. 
ABOVE: Drape fabrics for a single project over a five-arm 
trouser hanger. Store the hanger in a closet or hang on the wall.

What other tips do you have for 
organizing a home office? I'm a

Forget the industrial metal file 
cabinet and standard desktop kits. Use 
containers and accessories with a homey 
vibe to gather paperwork and supplies. It 
inspires me to be surrounded by beautiful 
things, and you can find beautiful things 
that function well, too.

PITCH EXPIRED, STALE, AND UNAPPETIZING ITEMS, THEN GROUP 
WHAT'S LEFT INTO CATEGORIES THAT MAKE SENSE FOR YOUR FAMILY 


empty it 

FOR A FRESH START, PULL 
OUT EVERYTHING-EVEN THE 
SHELVES AND BRACKETS. 

1 ASK FOR HELP This is the one part of 
a pantry purge where kids can pitch in. 
Get them to move everything (and we do 
mean everything) from the pantry onto 
a nearby section of countertop or a table. 


2 CLEAN UP The last time you wiped 
down your pantry shelves was probably 
when you moved in, so now is a good 
time to give the shelves, walls, and floor a 
once-over to remove dust, cobwebs, and 
wayward Cheerlos. And If you've been 
meaning to pretty up the pantry, roll on a 
fresh coat of paint and apply liner paper 
to the shelves. 


3 FIND FOOD ELSEWHERE Walk through 
your home and examine all the 
other places you currently store food, 
especially Items you buy in bulk or use 
for entertaining. Open up all kitchen and 
laundry cabinets; check the garage and 
basement. Consider bringing more of 
your household's foods into the pantry. 


1 TRASH IT If packaging Is open and 
unsealed, you should probably toss 
It. Crackers, cereals, cookies, and 
other baked goods simply don't stay 
fresh for more than a few days unless 
they're sealed tightly. The same goes 
for anything beyond Its expiration date. 
Throw or give away items you don't like 
or won't use. (This is your chance to get 
rid of the gluten-free pasta you hated or 
that jar of too-hot salsa.) 


2 SORT WHAT'S LEFT The categories you 
use while sorting can be anything, as 
long as they're meaningful to your family. 
Perhaps gathering all breakfast foods into 
one pile is helpful so that the kids can 
retrieve cereal, oats, and granola bars 
with ease. Maybe snacks are separated 
Into "sweet" and "salty" plies, or all 
sandwich-making supplies stay together. 
As you're sorting, your categories will 
become clear, and whoever Is the main 
cook (you, probably. If you're reading this) 
has full decision-making power over how 
Items are grouped and where they go. 


3 WRITE IT DOWN While sorting, take 
the time to write down the categories 
on index cards or sticky notes. This may 
seem like overkill, but writing down your 
categories keeps you on task. You can 
always change the categories if you need 
to, but this way there's a record of what 
you're thinking as you're sorting. 


4 STAY OUT OF THE PANTRY Resist the 
urge to start replacing pantry shelves 
and grouping items within the confines of 
your pantry during this stage. You'll get to 
that In Step Three. For now, just focus on 
sorting and shuffling. 


5 ARRANGE BY DATE Prioritize multiples 
of any Item (canned soups or veggies, 
sauces, boxed cereals, dry pastas, and 
so on) by sorting one step further based 
on use-by date. Put oldest items in the 
front or on top of any pile. Signal which 
items family members should consume 
first by circling use-by dates or writing a 
note in permanent marker directly on the 
container

1 OUT OF REACH 

Reserve the top shelf 
for seldom-needed 
party supplies, paper 
goods, serving pieces, 
and other lightweight, 
less-used Items.

Top shelves with 
adhesive paper or 
rubber mats. Thicker 
plastic sheets keep 
items from falling 
through the wire slats.

Sneaky storage ideas infiltrate the room, benefiting 
both culinary and personal gear The result is an open floor plan 
with generous rewards in efficiency and comfort. 

Planning the right space for every item was the overarching 
mantra while designing this kitchen. Storage is not about bulky 
cabinets crowding a big room, but rather smart built-ins spread 
around the space. Base cabinets along the room's perimeters 
are fitted with deep drawers and integrated organizers. Floating 
open shelves that stretch along upper walls capture attention 
with their decorative beauty and encourage streamlined 
cooking and living. 

Specialty cabinetry is the focus of the functional zones. 
Custom tower cabinets define the end of the primary cooking 
area on one end and surround the refrigerator on the other 
Bridging the gap between cooking and eating areas, a glass- 
front hutch breaks up the run of cabinets and holds as 


much— and perhaps more— dishware than a standard combo 
of upper and lower cabinets. A cushioned banquette in the 
eating area sports a series of drawers to keep entertaining and 
studying essentials close at hand but out of sight. A built-in 
bookcase commands attention near the table and holds both 
hardworking and decorative items.

An attic remodel turns unused space into a hardworking retreat packed with ston 


Attics present unique design challenges, nnost notably slanted 
ceilings, ventilation obstructions, and awkward layouts. But with 
careful planning and thoughtful design choices, they offer living 
space you can claim without adding on. This once-empty attic 
embraced its limitations and worked with the existing footprint 
to become a relaxing master suite full of smart storage solutions. 

Built-ins form the backbone of this space. They substitute 
for freestanding furniture pieces and offer a cohesive design 
element. Pitched ceilings prevent the built-ins from extending 
all the way up the walls, but the smaller shorter scale helps the 
space feel open and creates natural spots for decorative items 
to shine. 

In the sleeping area, cabinets frame a large window and 
create ample room to stash bedding. A window seat piled with 
pillows is a comfortable perch; the seat lifts for extra storage. A 
bed with a minimal headboard tucks under the eaves. 

The room's large closet is divided into two zones. Half of the 
closet accommodates hanging clothes with a low rod along the 


back wall as well as a higher one on the side wall. The other 
side caters to folded clothes with built-in drawers and display 
space for accessories on top. 

Smart storage continues in the bathroom where a spa-like 
aesthetic conceals spots for all the necessities. A custom vanity 
has a mix of deep drawers for stowing bath products. A soaking 
tub nestles under the eaves, while a walk-in shower hides 
behind the chimney. Frosted-glass pocket doors between 
the bath and sleeping area create privacy without taking up 
precious floor space. 

Even the narrow section occupied by the staircase packs 
a significant storage punch. A stacking washer/dryer means 
laundry can be completed en suite. A table and two chairs 
make the most of a landing and function as a mini office.

Designed with play and creativity in mind, this tidy bedroom is a girl's dream. 


Before its redesign, this bedroom was like most others: a space 
for playing and sleeping that was in a constant state of disarray. 
But thanks to smart organizing solutions appropriate for the 
preschooler who lives here, this bright and cheery room is now 
a tidy spot for resting, doing arts and crafts, and getting ready 
for the day 

Ready-to-assemble cubbies with 12-inch-square openings 
are the basic storage components deployed throughout the 
room. Two shelving units flank the colorful daybed (which boasts 
trundle-level storage of its own). The dozen compartments 
keep toys, books, and stuffed animals organized in open areas 
and within labeled fabric bins. Atop the shelves, galvanized 
metal baskets hold dress-up essentials and display-worthy 
toys. An eight-cubby unit across the room takes the place of 
a traditional dresser; keeping folded clothes stowed neatly in 
sturdy bins. The system allows the child to take responsibility for 
getting dressed each day. 


In the adjacent reach-in closet, prefabricated components 
maximize a double hanging-bar setup and feature a mix of 
shelves and drawers. In-season clothes hang on the lower bar 
within reach of little hands, while out-of-season garments stow 
above. Labels are key in this small space: Similar to “do not 
disturb” signs found in hotels, these purchased door hangers 
were painted and labeled to organize garments. Labeled bins 
on the top shelf ease retrieval of blankets and keepsakes. 

Perhaps the star of the room is the kid-friendly desk, ideal 
for drawing and coloring. Made from a halved plywood table, 
the wall-mount desk pairs perfectly with an unlikely seat: a 
cushioned papasan ottoman. Below the desk, a caddy keeps 
art supplies mobile so creativity can strike anywhere in the 
room— or the entire house.

Use 
these vertical measurements as a guide. 

• Women's shirts: 36-40 inches long 

• Men's blazers and shirts; women's 
skirts: 38-42 inches long 

• Women's long dresses and coats: 
60-70 inches long 

• Women's cocktail dresses and pants 
hung by cuffs: 48-50 inches long 

• Pants folded over hanger: 

20-25 inches long 


• Plan for various-height shoes. 

There's no one-size-fits-all solution for 
shoes with tall heels or boots. Measure 
shoe heights when assessing your needs. 

• Allow for new acquisitions. 

"One in, one out” is the ideal strategy 
when it comes to adding clothes to 
your closet, but cut yourself some slack 
and purchase components that will 
accommodate 10-20 percent growth 
over time. 

• Consider relocation. Stash infrequently 
worn garments or items of awkward size 
in alternative spots. Move a robe to a 
back-of-door hook, a formal gown to a 
coat closet, or hats to underbed storage 
rather than sacrificing space for everyday 
items like shirts and pants.
